Every body in W averly knows 
the church p igeous and the small boy s 
and venturesom e cats could tell sto­ 
ries they keep secret. 
The flock sup p lies squabs for the 
rectory table, and does this with sat- 
factory regularity . 
Tne.-ex ton attends 
to this, and in view of this fact there 
is nothing said of the nuisance some 
p eop le woud call nearly four score of 
cooing birds that are so tam e no p art 
of the p rop erty is set ap art as dan­ 
gerous by them.

—that is, not primarily —thou gh 
I

is only , after all, an independent day 
laborer, 
and 
no one can blame 
ai 
y ou ng man for try ing other methods: 
of making a liv ing. The case of some j 
women with a small amou nt of cap­ 
ital is qu ite different, howev er. F ort 
instance, if a woman has a strong j 
lov e for green fields and trees andj 
animals; if ev ery itv ing, growing thing 
is interesting to her; if she has had a 
college edu cation; has seen the world, 
or a good portion of it, knows, be­ 
sides, what office work in a city is, 
and is thorou ghly 
acqu ainted 
with 
boarding hou se life, she is in a posi­ 
tion, I fancy , thorou ghly to enjoy a 
real home on a farm, and all the lu x ­ 
u ries which that implies. 
It is only 
people of ex perience who can fu lly 
appreciate the cou ntry and what it 
can giv e. 
The cou ntry 
man 
holds 
many things cheap becau se he nev er 
paid directly for them. 
To be su re, the farm mu st hav e all 
the so-called “modern conv eniences,” 
with telephone and ru ral fret deliv ­ 
ery , besides; and if the woman ex ­ 
pects to liv e on it the greater part 
of the y ear, it shou ld hav e good rail­ 
road connection with some large city . 
The woman whom we are considering 
ex pects neither to follow the plow, do 
the chores, nor the hou sework, ex ­ 
cept in cases of emergency ; bu t she 
shou ld be capabla of doing any one 
of them, and is try ing to become so. 
What a generou s life su ch a woman 
can lead on a farm on

income

Publishers Tske the Business Seri 
ously and Net Immense Fortunes 
From It Yearly.

best productions of a rival factory, 
perhaps, may pass among the boys as 
something comparatively novel. 
As 
the manager of one of the country's 
biggest nickel-horror factories once 
said to me: 
"The public can be fooled 
mo st of 
the time, but the small boy?—not all 
of the time " 
This brings me tc the men who di­ 
rect this system of mutual piracy and 
co-operative humbug. Before I became 
a dime-novel writer I had conceived 
such men as something long-haired, 
unshaven and breathing of ambrosia. 
To my surprise, I found that the di­ 
rectors of the dime-novel 
industry 
were shrewd business men, who re­ 
garded their calling with a gravity 
that provoked the mirth of those who 
had come in from the fresh air. 
The novice, however, soons falls un­ 
der the spell—that mystic influence 
which sends boys to the Rockies arm­ 
ed to the teeth and gravely cocking 
their pistols at every turn of the road. 
Author, publisher and boy re a d e r- 
all live in a world that is a distorted 
creation. 
Here is an example of this almost 
ludicrous gravity on the port of the 
publishers and writers of dime novels. 
We have heard too much about the 
boys. 
Two weeks after I had been 
tire d as "the author of ‘Slick Parker/

called into conference with the man­ 
ager of the thriller department and 
the head of the firm. 
It was a

meeting. “Old 
Wide Brim” had fallen off in circu­ 
lation. 
From 50,000 per week it had 
dropped to 16,000. “Slick Parker” was 
not too good, either. They both need- 
ed originality. 
The brains that had 
produced them for fifty-two 
each year wanted oiling 
new brain was needed.

New York, July 28.—There are just 
« b out 15,000 first-claa* waiter» In the 
Unitec States. 
This statement 
is 
made on the authority of Auguste 
Wehn, president of the administration 
cf L Tniou Genevoise in the United 
States, and until recently a dining- 
room captain in the Hotel Astor. 
By the phrase “first-daaa waiter” is 
meMii one who is thoroughly versed 
in all b ranches of the trade, b esides 
toeing ab le to speak several languages. 
Eight thousand of these men are mem­ 
b ers of L’Union Genevoise, and are 
mostly French, Germans, Italians and 
Austrians. Many of them have pass­ 
ed through a regular course of train­ 
ing. b est ex emplified b y the “Acadé­ 
mie” at Friedewaldt, near Dresden, 
Sax ony, where everytllng Is tauidit 


made,” says the le a d waiter of the 
Hunting room of tiit new Hotel Astor. 
“From the moment that a man enters 
upon his duties as the most insignifi­ 
cant ‘piccolo’ or ‘omnib us’ w'e can tell 
whether he is going to b e an efficient 
servant. 
He must b e attentive with­ 
out b eing servile, must b e noiseless, 
deft-handed, and ab ove all. must b e 
cart'ful not to b reak things. 
“Even if he has a natural aptitude 
for the b usiness, the amount of care­ 
ful instruction required to form him 
is very great, although his nationality 
makes much difference iu the matter. 
The b est n.en are generally French,’ 
German, or Swiss, and 
these have; 
often had the advantages of attending ’ 
academies or even kindergartens es-^ 
tab lished at foreign hotels in the off­ 
season, when they 
b reak plates, spoil ^ 
silver wear and generally sustain parts 
in a universal comedy of errors, to 
the great disgust 
of the guests upon 
whom they practise their trade. The,

Vienna is the 
foremost in the world.

“Knowledge of several languaages 
is a very necessary qualification; and 
hardly any scrap of general Informa­ 
tion conies amiss; b ut tact and dis­ 
cretion are tho waiter s chief virtues. 
His attitude should b e that of a soldier 
always at attention—always ready for 
the word of command. He should an- 
sw’er politely w’hen addressed, keep 
at a respectful distance from the tab le, 
yet always b e near enough to b e ©asl- ^

If you ask the hotel waiter ab out 
liis work you will find that he looks 
mp o n It as a profession—one which 
fiac its standards and traditions, and 
which, in keeping with many other 
present day occupations, has a world­ 
wide organization. The average hotel 
guest has very likely never heard of 
L'Union Genevoise, or the 
Interna­ 
tional Hotel toiploye aociety, as it is 
also known. The first is the proper 
title, and, as it Implies, the society 
was formed in Geneva, Switzerland. 
It does many things for the quiet 
men in b lack who serve the hungry 
in hotel dining rooms. After having 
b een thoroughly trained 
and 
made 
competent to hold a position in any 
civilized country, the waiter is sure 
of assistance wherever he may b e, 
from Bloomfontain, South Africa, 
to 
Boston. On arriving in a strange city, 
toe has b ut to present himself at the 
offices of the association and ex hib it 
b is memb ership b ook, which shows 
whether he has paid his dues and 
whether he was honorab ly discharg­ 
ed from his last situation. 
In case of illness, after a man has 
b een a memb er from six months to 
five years he receives eighty-five cents 
per day. 
if. on the other hand, his 
znemhership has 
spread 
over 
five 
years, the amount he gets is one dol­ 
lar and twenty-five cents per day, 
over ten and up to fifteen years one 
dollar and six ty cents, and fOr any­ 
thing ab ove fifteen years, two dollars 
for each day.

In fact, a 
really good waiter should need no call­ 
ing, b ut make a point of watching 
the guest’s face, so as to instanUy 
ob serve what is waniec almost b efore 
the guest himself has had time to 
form a wish.” 
^ 
In the hierarchy of waiterdom the 
head waiter stands first. Nex t comes 
the assistant head waiter, followed b y 
th« “captains” who supervise each 
his own section of the dining room, 
the serving waiters and tho “piccolo” 
and “omnib us” men, who keep the 
water carafes filled, remove dishes 
which have b een used, snd generally 
supply the tab les with what small 
articles may b e required from time to 
time. 
According to Auguste of the 
Hunting room, the head waiter should 
always meet the guest as he enters 
and courteously ccmmit him to the 
care of one of the captains, who places 
him at a tab le. 
“It is the duty of the waiter to 
help people to eat,” says Auguste. 
“How can a man who nearly always 
eats at home learn how' to eat at a 
hotel without some assistance? The 
menu is to him almost a Chinese puz- 
Ize, which he studies lab oriously and 
with little profit. In desnalr he orders 
three steaks when 
one would do; 
then he is angry at having to pay for 
so much that is not eaten—and all 
this is b ad. b oth for the waiter and 
for the house, b ecause the dissatisfied 
guest will no ttip and will not come 
again. 
Such a man does not know 
what he wants, 
and 
therefore the 
waiter must know.” 
It is surprising what an insight in­ 
to human nature the waiter posses­ 
ses. 
He can instantly read a new 
guest’s character and discover his 
social standing; yet he prefers old 
customers, knowing 
how 
to 
treat 
them, as well as how he himself will 
b e treated—and tipped. 
“Regarding this question of treat­ 
ment,” says Auguste, 
“w# waiters, 
like everyb ody else, have often to 
meet many who are not gentlemen. 
When a man snaps his fingers at his 
attendant and speaks as if he were 
calling a dog, 
we 
naturally know 
where to place him, and that person 
does not

service than 
others, to say the least.

world is jet b lack to him. The good 
waiter understands 
all 
this at a 
glance. 
“Or perhaps the man has b een a 
good fellow ten times, b ut the elev­ 
enth time he is 
b rute. 
Well, we 
comprehend. 
Something 
has 
gone 
wrong—he has lost money or there 
has b een troub le of some kind. 
He 
is handled with kid 
gloves b y his 
waiter, and is stroked, as it were, 
with a hand of velvet, gently, sooth­ 
ingly, sympathetically. 
As 
like as 
not the guest b ecomes ashamed of his 
ill temper, and the waiter gets con­ 
science money in the shape of a dol­ 
lar instead of a quarter tip. 
The waiter himself is 
under too 
strict discipline ever to show irrtta- 
tion or b ad humor. In a great hotel 
like the Astor, where the staff employ­ 
ed la the four dining rooms numb ers 
270 “regulars,” ex clusive of the host 
of sub sidiary attendants who assist 
b ehind the scenes. ever>'thlng is or­ 
ganized with the utmost precisiou. 
In each dining room there are three 
watches consisting of twelve men 
and six omnib us b oys. Two of these 
w'atches are called “steady” and the 
third “the reserva.” The reserve Is 
always on hand and helps the steady 
w'atchers alternately. 
At the end of 
the week the reserve staff b ecomes 
a steady for that week, and one of the 
steadies relieves the reserve. 
The 
first watch comes on at six o'clock, 
opens up the place and goes off at 
twelve o'clock. 
Then It returns at 
six 
In 
the 
evening and stays till 
closing time, say ab out 1:30 a. m. 
The nex t morning the watch which 
has closed up does not come on until 
tw^elve and stays till eight—and thus 
alternately, so that every day there 
are different men on the different 
watches. 
The opening up and dos­ 
ing is the really hard work of the 
room. 
No man has the same tab le or even 
the same side of the room twice con­ 
secutively in order that there may b e 
no favoritism and that he may get 
handy and ex perienced in every part 
ot the room. 
The stations of the 
captains are also changeab le. Anoth­ 
er item of interest, is that each piece 
of work has three men to look after 
it. 
Some people are fond of asserting 
that these imperturb ab le purveyors, 
instead of b eing paid 
b y the hotel 
proprietor, not infrequently have to 
pay for the privilege of working In 
the estab lishment 
As a matter of 
fact, the b est New York waiters get 
twenty-five dollars a week and their 
clothes. Their tips, it has b een cal­ 
culated, run from one hundred to one 
hundred and 
twenty-five 
dollars a 
month, a generous salary, hut one 
which is certainly well earned.

An Englishman leaves his wife 
and daughters outside while he goes 
Into the “pub lic” and gets a drink. 
The German takes his whole family 
to the open air garden and all drink 
b eer together. 
And then the b and plays! 
A Ger­ 
man b and never wearies in well doing 
provided it is supplied with plenty of 
refreshments. Our b and b egins with 
a 10 o’clock in the morning concert, 
plays at meal times and in the after­ 
noon and evening. 
Sunday morning 
it woke us up with the strains of a 
German hymn. 
Every time there is 
the slightest ex cuse for music the 
b and is there, and it does everything 
from vTagner to 
cake 
walk with 
equal ab ility and evident enjoyment 
There are 500 people in the first

Picturesque as well as novel Is the 
method recently adopted of treating 
troub les of trees oy injecting doses of 
various medicines In them, says the 
Technical World.

present 
time ex periments in this Una are b e­ 
ing made at the state ex periment sta­ 
tion in North Dakota, and during the 
last two or three years similar work 
has b een carried on b y investigators 
In France. It Is too early as yet to 
announce definite results, 
b ut 
the 
progress of the tests is b eing watched 
with interest b y scientists all over the 
world. 
Incidentally it has heen ascertained 
that, b y the help of simple ex pedients, 
a tree may b e Induced to ab sorb very 
large quantities of fluids—the proc»e 
adopted b y the North Dakota station 
consisting in fastening a large in­ 
verted b ottle, b y a strap or some 
means, to the trank, and connecting 
the mouth b y a rahb er tnhe with a 
hole b ored in the hark two or three 
feet lower down. 
The “head" thus 
given to the water o r other liquid In 
the b ottle is snfficient to for» it into 
the living Ussues of the tree, caua- 
It to he taken up Into the circulatory 
system and distrib uted even to the 
most distant b ran^es.

From 
it b e secured $ 86, while from another 
trunk, in the same room, he ob tained 
|4. The two b oys also took a watch, 
a gold ring and several other articles, 
which they secreted in different parts 
of the city. 
Musser, who seems to b e the leader, 
was searched at the chief’s office and 
1104.96 was found in his pockets. The 
stolen jewelry was' not recovered, b ut 
the men 
informed 
Marshal Boullt 
where they had secreted it, and direct­ 
ed him where to recover It. 
Musser was interrogated ab out the 
rob b ery, and said that b e and McGu­ 
gan intended going to Kansas City 
last night, b ut were arrested on the 
eve of their departure.
